UNSHAKEN

Berlin, Jan, 18.—The abzence of Prinee
Lultpold, regent of Buvaria,, the king
of Wurtemberg and other South Gers
man princes from the celebrations which
took pluce in Berlin yesterday upon the
oceasion of the twenty-fifth auniversary
of the founding of the German e
pire,  has  been  widely  commented
upin  as  Indicating  the existence
ol some tension In thelr relations with
the kaizer. The explanntion glven by
Prince Luitpold, In responge to the em-
peror's invitation, explalns the absence
uf the others as well as his own fallure
to b present. Prince Lultpold, in re-
gretting his inability to attend, Informed
the emperor that he was under obliga-
tions to preside at the local celebra-
tions held In commemoration of the
coronation of King Willlam of Prussia
as emperor of ermany., This was per-
tainly a good reason for his non-appear-
ance but it was nevertheless highly dis-
pleasing to the emperor, whoe had de-
slred to make himsell the center of a
grand state function, at which all of the
heatls of the federnl states should be in
attendance,

Therefore his majesty sent his higheat
court ofMicial, Prince Van Hohenlohe-
Oehringen, to Munich with a pressing
| Invitution for the prince regent to be
present at the Berlin celebrations, but
the prinoe regent returned a courteous
refusal to alter his nlans. Similar re-
fueals were received from other princely
quasters and these put thegemperor in
the worst of humors, rrnm*ellirh slite
of mind he recoversd, however, on re-
celving promiges from Prince Lultpold
and the other princes that they wounld be
present at the fetes on the oceaesion of
the hirthday of the emperor on Jan-
uary 27, This function will be the culs
minuting noint of the season,

shuken through England’'s hostility to
Germany  are semi-officinlly  declared
to be utterly without foundation. None
